Under the proposed compromise 
of the 162-3 per cent increase, the 
palicyholders would continue to pay 
higher rates, ranging up to an in- 
crease of 7.6 per cent, and would be 
refunded only 20 per cent of the 
$11,000,000 in excess premiums,*rep- 
resenting the 162-3 per cent in- 
crease, which has been impounded 
in the courts during five years of 
litigation over the rates.

SHALL ST. LOUIS BE TAMMANYIZED? 


Mayor Dickmann is making good his threat to de- 
clare war on that faction of the Democratic party 
which has consistently opposed him. Following the 
ouster of his friend, Robert E. Hannegan, from chair- 
manship of the Democratic City Committee, the May- 
or promptly fired seven city enfployes.

It involves 
the welfare of the entire city government. If Jim- 
mie Miller wins, St. Louis will be Tammanyized. It 
will be a replica of Kansas City, where Miller’s friend 
and ally, Tom Pendergast, reigns supreme. 

St. Louis does not want the Miller-Tammany-Pen- 
dergast type of government. It does not want to 
have all city contracts and business placed in the 
hands of the Miller gang. It does not want this gang 
to be able to extend its power to dominate every 
phase, not only of the municipal government, but of 
the lives of citizens as well.. That is what has hap 
pened in Kansas City. It is Miller’s goal here. 

Even if Mayor Dickmann were a less admirable 
man than he is, he would deserve the support of the 
citizens in the battle he is waging. As it happens, 
the Mayor is an honest and an honorable man, who, 
during his two years of office, has made a very 
creditable record.

In all 
the other cases before mentioned, the 
Supreme Court shall have appellate jur 
isdiction, both as to law and to fact, with 
such exceptions and under such regula- 
tions as the Congress shall make.” 

If the Congress has heretofore deprived 
itself of the right to make such excep- 
tions,. nevertheless, can the validity of its 
right to make such exceptions under the 
Constitution be doubted? Then it appears 
that Congress may deny the right of the 
Supreme Court to declare its acts uncon- 
stitutional, when such acts benefit, and 
are the will of, the whole people, and the 
only bar is the academic question of con- 
stitutionality.

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STRANGE CAREER OF RAMSAY MacDONALD. 

Ramsay MacDonald’s resignation as Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain is a near-final milestone in one 
of the strangest careers in history. MacDonald began 
his second term at the head of the British Govern- 
ment as the leader and hero of the Labor party; he 
ends it scorned and reviled by virtually all his for- 
mer colleagues. He assumed office as a spokesman 
of liberal doctrines, an upholder of democracy, a foe 
of imperialism, a benefactor of the under-privileged. 
He leaves it as the window dressing of a reactionary 
Government, after urging or accepting policies that 
have drastically restricted Britain’s civil liberties, 
strengthened imperialism and militarism, reduced 
the dole and other social benefits. His reward for 
playing the game of his former opponents is mere 
tolerance that barely conceals contempt, a descent 
into obscurity that earned for him months ago the 
sobriquet of “phantom Prime Minister.” 

MacDonald has known before what it is to lose 
public favor. During the war years, most of En- 
gland, and even the majority of the Labor party he 
had helped found, turned against him for his pacif- 
ism. He was bitterly assailed, accused of being pro- 
German, ostracised. But MacDonald stood firm, and 
with the reaction after the war, he was vindicated. 
In his first term as Prime Minister, the first Labor 
yovernment in British history, he was acclaimed for 
his statesmanship. But in August, 1931, when En 
gland faced its gold crisis, he withdrew from his for- 
mer allegiances and cast his lot with the forces of re 
action, to become puppet head of a so-called coalition 
Cabinet, and at the same time Labor's lost’ leader.

WELVE million men and women have 

come of age since 1929. Almost 1,000,000 

of these are college graduates. Seven 
classes, beginning with that of 1929, may be 
called depression graduates. 

These million young men and women will 
not only be the leaven of the group of which 
they are contemporaries, but will, in all 
probability, dominate the generation imme- 
diately ahead. They will do most of the 
teaching, immediately direct most industry, 
man the professions and govern, although 
not own, most of the: property. Thus, 
whether or not we oldsters like it, we are 
not going to rule them. They are going to 
rule us. We may as well set ourselves to 
find what they have in store for us. 

Inevitably, the shadow of the depression 
has fallen upon everything these young men 
and women have experienced, profoundly 
and fundamentally affecting their emotions 
and their minds. The family pocketbook, 
from which students in the past have 
thoughtlessly drawn their allowances, has 
been shrinking before their eyes. During 
these years, only the well-to-do have been 
able to send their children through college 
without extremely careful management of 
the family budget. 

Moreover, until the past few years, a col- 
lege education was almost always available 
to the ambitious and the energetic young 
person who wished to earn his living as he 
went along. In one blow, the depression both 
increased the number of young people who 
found it necessary to earn their way through 
college and drastically reduced the oppor- 
tunities for part-time work. 

Finally, there is the uncertainty as to 
their own future. Their problem has _ be- 
come not so much the choice of a profession 
as the search for a job—any kind of job. 
The experience of most of them after gradu- 
ation has verified their most dire apprehen- 
sions. They have come to look upon their 
graduation, not as the beginning of an ad- 
venture, but as the onset of a calamity. 
That is why so much of what is said to them 
when they graduate has a hollow and mock- 


ing meaning. 
> . s 


Many students, realizing there is no place 
for them when they graduate, become not 
only “scared” but “sore.” They feel that 
they will have no opportunity to do the 
things they have been trained to do. They 
are resentful of those who are safely estab- 
lished in positions, payticularly of older peo- 
ple, for whose abilities they seem to have 
a kind of qualified contempt. They-are re- 
sentful of those who, without toiling or spin- 
ning, are maintained ‘by what these young- 
Sters call an “unjust” civilization. 

I set forth this point of view neither for 
the purpose of justifying it nor arguing 
against it. It is unlovely; but:it arises from 
the fundamental belief of these students 
that they have been brought into a world 
that offers them no chance for a fair. open 
battle at the gates of opportunity. 

No sensible person should suppose that 
our existing social order is not being sub- 
mitted to the most searching critical exami- 
nation by a great many of the college s_u- 
dents of today. No young person with a 
mind worth cultivating could fail to be 


critical. An old man, with plenty of money 
in the bank, may say, and believe, that 
depressions come and go and that the net 
result is the finest social system concelv- 
able. A young man of today may reply that 
his experience does not bear this out. 

Transcending every other aspect of life 
(to the student) is the question of why there 
is no work for an ambitious young man or 
woman with a reasonably well-trained mind. 
That question is being pursued through all 
of its ramifications. 

This preoccupation with social problems 
in the large has, of course, stimulated stu- 
dents to select courses in the social sciences. 
The teaching of social sciences covers prac- 
tically allaspects of social, political and eco- 
nomic life. It is a process of universal in- 
quiry. Il suggest to those who studieu his- 
tory, psychology and economics 20, 30 or 40 
years ago that a vast change has taken 
place in fundamentals that are taken for 
granted in social and economic writings. 

* . - 

That this study, results in a more or less 
realistic, and in some respects ruthless, re-ex- 
amination of the tenets of economic and so- 
cial life can be taken for granted. It is use- 
less for those who disagree violently with 
the implications of this teaching to attempt 
to circumvent or prevent it by attacks upon 
a few of its more pronounced exponents. The 
dissemination of this point of view has gone 
altogether too far for such remedies, if 
remedies they be. 

To restate history in any such terms as 
I learned it in high school days would re 
quire an exercise of authority sufficient to 
destroy all textbooks now used and to re- 
place all teachers in grammar schools, high 
schools and colleges—in substance, to make 
over our system of education. 

For better or worse, those depression 
graduates who are destined to dominate the 
current of thinking in the next generation 
are armed with two invincible weapons 
embittering experience of their own adver- 
sity, ff'nd the intellectual! equipment to chal- 
lenge all of. the postulates that regulated 
and conducted the civilization they have 
seen shaken with disaster. Argument, co 
ercion, will be of little avail. Understanding 
will help; but understanding befween the 
older and the new generation is difficult to 
establish. 

I have the most profound sympathy: for 
those who, having held sway in the past, 
are apprehensive in the face of this new 
generation. I can well understand the re- 
sentment of an adult generation which. as 
Mark Sullivan so delightfully points out, 
was raised on McGuffey’s readers, at this 
almost revolutionary upturning of sacred 
stones and this unceremonious poking away 
at the insect life underneath. It natural 
for us of the older generation to feel As wi 
do; but we should realize that to resist the 
oncoming tide of intellectual challenge is to 
put ourselves in the uncomfortable and hu 
miliating position of King Canute. 

I suspect that our best tactics are £ug- 
gested by the old political maxim: If you 
cannot fight them, join them. As we unde: 
Stand their questions and add our greater 
experience to their search for the answers. 
perhaps, after all, together we may find 
some of the answers.

‘‘We Have Old and New 
Accounts With Ethiopia 
and We'll Settle Them,”’ 
He Asserts.

CAGLIARI, Sardinia, June 8.— 
Premier Mussolini told soldiers de- 
parting for East Africa today, “We 
have an old and a new account to 
settle” with Ethiopia “and we will 
settle them.” 

Apparently referring to Great 
Britain’s openly expressed opposi- 
tion to Italy’s policy in Africa, he 
declared the accounts would be set- 
tled without taking “any account 
of what is said beyond the fron- 
tier.” 

Speaking to 20,000 soldiers of the 
Sabauda division and a huge crowd 
of blackshirts, the Fascist dictator 


made a sharp and pointed refer- 
ence to England. 

“Call to Arms Bounden Duty.” 

“We will imitate to the letter 
those who try to teach us a les- 
son,” he said. “They demonstrated 
that when they were creating an 
empire by defending it they never 
took into consideration world opin- 
ion.” 

“If the blackshirt regime calls the 
youth of Italy to arms it does so be- 
cause it is its bounden duty, be- 
cause it finds itself faced with a 
supreme necessity. All Italian peo- 
ple feel this fact and the whole 
people are ready to spring up as 
one man when there is a question 
of the power and glory of their | 
country.”

Percy R. Stephens Discusses 
Group Instruction Methods 


ERCY RECTOR STEPHENS, 
P voice master and educator, shut 
Hey Nonny Nonny, his toy bull- 
dog, in an adjoining room with a 
bright red balloon to chase, and 
settled back to discuss in a voice 
which was its own best argument, 
what it is that makes him famous. 
Stephens, who is here for a month 
to conduct master classes—a title 
he somewhat deprecates for, he 


says, every teacher now feels qual- 
ified to hold “master classes’—is 
himself a singer, with several years 
of concert and opera to his credit, 
not to mention a stock experience 
which he ‘considers invaluable. 

The ease with which he met ques- 
tions and the sincerity with which 
he answered them were natural to 
a man, whose credo is based on 
‘guch aphorisms as: “Understanding 
‘is the most beautiful word in the 
‘language’; “Authority in a singer 
lis often mistaken for egotism, and 
‘vice versa, although there is a fine 
| distinction between the two.” “You 
_are not wrong, you are incomplete’ ; 
and “Poise in a singer is but the 
assurance of the right of author- 
ity. 

“In these master classes, which 
are open to teachers and pupils,’ he 
| explained, “and in which I deal with 
‘large groups at once I strive to stim- 
‘ulate a spirit of fraternization, 
|which until the last few years has 
| been deplorably lacking in the pro- 
fession Every teacher and every 
singer has seemed afraid the other 
fellow would find him out. He could 
not see that the other fellow’s prob- 
lems were perhaps his also. But 
musicians must realize that they 
cannot progress except through the 
co-operation which exists in other 
professions and industries the world 
over.” 

It was this desire for contact and 
reciprocation among teachers that 
led Stephens 18 years ago to work

In those 
days, a student simply went into a 
music shop or publishing company 
and asked the name of a good voice 
teacher. One afternoon the young 
singer returned to his room to find 
two awkward Irish girls waiting 
for him. Mr. So and So, in such 
a shop had directed them to him, 
they explained. After no few 
protestations, he agreed to give 
them lessons twice a week for 50 
cents a lesson! 

“Well, I started them out on the 
typical Italian scales and arpeggios 
and sustained tones and made very 
little progress,” the master laughed, 
“until I conceived the idea of hav- 
ing them chant the mass, which 
they knew by heart, and I remem- 
bered from my days at Notre Dame 
University. The approximation to 
speech was just what they needed. 
It convinced them that hippopota- 
mus-like mouthing is unnecessary 
and affects not the volume but the 
quality of singing.” 

Correct speech is as much a 
passion of Stephens as_ correct 
singing, for, after all, he explained 
“singing is only the prolongation 
and intensification of speech.”

The voice master is no stranger 
to St. Louis.

Finally he found that the disease 
_developed only in those who lived on 
an exclusively rice diet and, further.

_polished so that the outer shell was 
removed. This shell on the rice con- 
tains certain vital elements, espe 
cially that known as vitamin B 

It is lack of the vitamin B, then, 
which allows the degeneration of the 
nerves to occur. Lack of other vital 
elements may produce the _ sam 
thing, because in pellagra, which is 
probably another food deficiency 
disease, we have prominent nervous 
and neuralgic symptoms. 

These studies have a more prac 
tical interest for those of us who 
live in temperate. climates than 
most studies in tropical diseas: 

Neuritis and neuralgia are fre 
quently thought to be the result of 
the excessive use of alcohol. In 
fact, there is a form of multiple 
neuritis, Known as “alcoho!
